A new and unremovable denaturant 
for industrial alcohol, obtained from 
California and Mexican petroleum, 
has been found by the chemists of 
the industrial alcohol bureau. 

Commissioner Doran announced 
today the substance, called “alco- 
tate,” would provide a safe and ef- 
ficient substitute for the deadly 
wood alcohol used heretofore. 

“The alcotate leaves a taste and 
smell about the same as spoiled 
eggs and garlic,” Doran said, “It is 
a most effective and harmless to 
human being. We could not do 
| away with wood alcohol as a de- 
| mnaturant until we found a good sub- 
stitute which would be effective.” 

Orders putting into use the new 
denaturant will be issued within

Nobel Literature, Peace Awards 
Tendered to Lewis and Kellogg 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10.—(4)—Sin- 
clair Lewis, who’ ‘told Americans 
about themselves, bringing out some 
details they hadn't thought about be- 
fore, today received the coveted Nobel 
prize for literature. 

With him in the auditorium .-of 
Stockholm’s concert hall, bright with | 
flowers and bedecked with flags and 
hanging rugs, three other leaders in | 
their fields received Nobel awards— | 
Dr. Karl Landsteiner, of the Rocke- | 
feller Institute, New York, for _) 
cine; Chandrasekhara Venkata | 
Raman, of India, for physics, and 
Crown Prince Olav and a distinguished 
Professor Hans Fischer, of Germany, 
for chemistry. 

The prizes, including checks, were 
handed. them by King Gustav V. 

Facing the stage where sat the 
winners were the most notable men 
and women in Swedish national life,

ures particularly held the attention of 
all—Raman, with his dark face and 
snow-white turban, and the red-haired 
Sinclair Lewis. 

The long, lanky Minnesotan didn’t 
appear altogether at ease as he sat 
in the presence of personages so de- 
cidedly different from the characters 
he loves to write about. His eyes 
roamed from the front benches filled 
with men whose costumes were ablaze | 
with the ribbons of their orders up | 
to the gallery reserved for the younger | 
and less distant generation. 

Then his eyes alighted on the press | 
section where he found familiar faces, | 
and the tired but characteristic smile | 
flashed over Lewis’ face. | 

The band struck up the Swedish | 
national anthem, and King Gustav, | 
slender, elegant and graceful as a 
young man, entered followed by the 
crown prince, princess and other mem- | 
bers of the royal family. The actual | 
prize-giving began, and 
handed the recipients by the king 
after lengthy speeches by an eminent 
Swedish authority.

tation Premier Johan Mowinckel de | 
scribed Mr. Kellogg as “the man of ' 
practical politics,” contrasting him 
with Dr. Nathan Soderblom, winner 
of the 1930 award, whom the premier 
termed “a man of the church and a) 
spiritual warrior.” | 

There is no indication of war in the ' 
world, but rather the prospect is for 
continued peace, Mr. Kellogg declared 
in acknowledging the award. 

“Generali unrest.” he said, ‘“‘is a | 
natural expression of hard times every- | 
where, but there has been no war and 
we should be thankful to take it as a 
good omen that peace prevails today 
on the earth.” 

Should there be a war, however, he 
warned, western civilization could not 
withstand it. 

“For ten years the European na- 
tions have patiently worked on a so- 
lution of the difficult problems that in 
former days would have promoted in- 
ternational conflicts,” he said. 

“I feel sorry that so many people, | 
among them many of my own coun- | 
trymen, constantly predict a new war. 
I have said it before, and will empka- 
size it as strongly as possible, that 
western culture will never outlive a 
new war, but will perish in a general 
chaos. 

“I know of no nobler work for hu- 
manity than. promoting peace. Men 
must adopt higher and greater goals

The realty dealer said figures to in- 
dicate definitely the extent of the dis- 
parity would be presented tomorrow. 

To overcome “the condition he de- 
scribed, Wight said the realtors prob- 
ably woufll adopt as the principle fea- 
ture of their tax program a classifica- 
tion proposal, under which lesser tax- 
ation rates would apply to different 
classes of property, in proportion to 
their ability to pay. 

Such a measure, he said, would pro- 
duce much revenue not now available, 
and would also turn funds now used 
otherwise, into real estate and real 
estate paper. 

Wight expressed a belief that a 
tlassification law would lower inter- 
est rates on real estate money by 
making “tax collector insurance” un- 
necessary. 

In explanation of the term “tax 
collector insurance,’ Wight said pres- 
ent tax rates on mortgages amount to 
confiscation of the profit, and that 
therefore they are seldom listed on 
fax renditions. He added, however, 
that a percentage to cover loss in case 
of discovery of the paper by tax col- 
lectors, generally is added to the in- 
terest rate.

RAIDING THE TREASURY. 


President Hoover on Tuesday said 
much with which the people at large 
will agree when he declared that 
“prosperity cannot be restored by 
raids upon the public treasury,” and 
when he said of a lot of projects 
dumped into congress that: 


Rome of these schemes are jlil- 
considered ; some represent enthusiasts 
and some represent the desire of in- 
dividuals to show that they are more 
generous than the administration or 
that they are more generous than 
even the leaders of their own parties. 
They are playing politics at the ex- 
pense of human misery. 

The president is correct in the 
above delineation. Men and organi- 
zations eager to play upon the needs 
and distresses of the people are de- 
manding measures that are extrava- 
gant and delusive, but are sure to 
deplete the treasury and ability of 
the government to provide genuine 
practical relief to the depressed and 
the unemployed, 


Once when the French were hun- 
gry and clamoring for food one who 
professed great philanthropy pro- 
posed the public display of great 
pictures of fine banquets, that the 
people might gaze upon them and 
imagine themselves fed and con- 
tented. Some of the schemes of re- 
lief now before congress are about 
on a par with that Frenchman’s 
scheme for filling aching bellies. 

One such project is for “‘in- 
creased rations fof the army,” 
spite of the fact that the American 
is the best fed army on the face of 
the globe. 

Another is for “new uniforms for 
reserve corps officers,”’ although on 
their dress parade they look spick 
and span as holiday soldiers any- 
where on earth. 

Yet another is for “$5,000,000 
for ammunition at the Rock Island 
arsenal,” when the army has not 
fired at anything more terrible than 
a target in a dozen years. 

And then, a half million dollars 
is demanded to turn loose a lot of 
bug-killers in the national forests. 

These are but samples 
“raids upon the treasury’ that the 


of 


‘ politicians and the professional re- 


lievers are trving to put over while 
the sympathies ef the people are 
aroused on behalf of their kin and 
neighbors who are in real want. 
This emergency demanding prac- 
tical humaw relief—mbstly calling 
for opportunities to work, to earn, 


schooled, who are illiterate and con- 
tradict what Shakespeare: put into 
the mouth of Dogberry, that ‘to read 
and write comes by nature.’” The 
modern fact is, as our correspond- 
ent says, that the ability to read 
with understanding and feeling 
enunciation does not come with 
current education. 


Clearer emphasis is put upon 
that fact by Professor Judd, of the 
University of Chicago. In a recent 
address at the University of New 
York he said: “Until people are 
ready to cultivate reading as they 
would the ability to play a musical 
instrument or to play golf they wiil 
never be able to use the best sources 
of information with readiness and 
full advantage.”’ 

It is deeply disappointing to go 
into our high schools and colleges 
and listen to the attempts of the 
students to read a book or news- 
paper clipping with facility and cor- 
rect enunciation. The art of read- 
ing is one of the most neglected arts 
in our educational system. Yet it 
has always been esteemed among 
the cultured as the fine art of a full 
education. Evidently there is need 
for more emphasis to be put upon 
the correct reading of the cultural 
literature of both classic and mod- 
ern times. 


“A MAN’S MANHOOD.”

The Hope 


of Europe. 

Romain Rolland says somewhere 
that there are two Frances and that 
these two are in eternal conflict with 
each other. The truth of this asser- 
tion was perhaps never more amply 
demonstrated than at present. For on 
the one hand we see the France of 
Briand and Herriot, intensely pacif- 
istic, willing to go a long way in 
mgking concessions, sincerely anxious 
to uphold the hands of the German 


unity. And on the other hand is the 
France of Maurras, the integral na- 
tionalist with the royalists, clericals 
and the general staff on its side. This 
is the Francé that inspires all those 
furious nationalisms we see in Bel- 
gium and Poland, Rumania and Jugo- 
Slavia; that supplies these countries 
with armaments end to a large extent 
controls thei: armies. 

It is in these small countries that 
the most rabid chauvinism survives 


and thrives. Its champions and the- 
oriticians always inyoke the name of 
France, their great ally, their pro- 
tector, without whom, in fact, they 
could not make the noise they do. 


But it is never Briand or Herriot 
whom they invoke in support of their 
instransigent attitudes. They could 
not invoke these names, for they re 
resent the France that is diametrically 
opposed to their ambitious schemes 
that keep Europe and the world in a. 
constant state of effervescence and 
alarm. The question is: Which of 
the two Frances is going to win out 
in the long run, the _ reactionary 
France or the France that champions 
the cause of a European federation, 
built'on a mutual trust and respect 
between the peoples and civilizations 
of the old continent? 

For answer to this all-important 
question one must look at the evolu- 
tion of the French educational sys- 
tem. The neutral school, which began 
to functio.. only a quarter century 
ago, is now only starting to inject 
its pupils into the various phases of 
adult life. These young men and 
young women are steeped in the po- 
litical doctrines and the ideals of 
men like Herriot. For the teachin 
body in the French universities an 
in the institutions of secondary edu- 
cation in France is strongly pacif- 
istic and entirely gained to the pro- 
gram of enlightened democracy. er- 
riot is not only one of its leaders but 
he is, as it were, the type of the lib- 
eral college professor who dominates 
in the French educational system and 
who also dominates in provincial com- 
munal politics, by the way. What 
these men have accomplished there in 
the classrooms quietly and unosten- 
tatiously, and, let it be said against 
almost derisory compensations, we see 
coming to the fore now with the ad- 
vent of a new generation that takes 
its position without hesitation on the 
side of the older champions of peace 
and democracy. 


At the same time reaction is fight- 
ing the neutral school, the “ecole 
laique,” with renewed bitterness. Its 
enemies call the school system: 
Atheistic, anti-patriotic, subversive 
and dangerous: But it goes its way 
courageously, fully conscious of its 
mission and objective, in order that 
France may emerge, which the states- 
man had in view who said that every 
man has two fatherlands, France and 
his own.

The Proper Method of Merging Campbell 
County With Fulton County. 


The greatly needed movement to 
reduce the number of counties in 
Georgia by merging weaker with

as follows: 

“When two-thirds of the voters of 
Campbell county have signed petition, 
it will be presented to the ordinary 
of the county, who, in turn, will call 
an election. If the people ratify the 
act of the legislature, the secretary of 
state will notify the ordinary of Ful- 
ton county and an election will be 
held here not later than September 1, 
1931. If a majority favor it in Ful- 
ton,»the act becomes a law and the 
yee will be effective on January 


a ee, ee 


An Extra-Constitutional Act. 


The thing to note about this act is 
that it is extra-constitutional and un- 
necessary, and action under it would 
be subject to a suit enjoining its 
terms, should any taxpayers choose 
to kick against it. 

The state constitution expressly 
provides how a county may dissolve 
its organization and merge with an 
adjacent county, as follows: 

“Article XI, Section 1, Paragraph 
5. Any county may be dissolved and 
merged with contiguous. counties, by 
a two-thirds vote of the qualified elec- 
tors of such county, voting at an elec- 
tion held for that purpose.” 

That puts the whole matter of 
merger in the hands of the qualified 
electors “of such county”—in this 
case, of Campbell county, and the can- 
stitution gives to the electors of Ful- 
ton county no voice in the issue, and 
the general assembly can give them 


none, 
a 


A Fulton Elector Might Object. 


A Fulton county elector might take 
the notion to balk the will of the 
Campbell county people to merge into 
this county. 

In that case he could ask an in- 
junction to prohibit the ordinary of 
Fulton county from calling any elec- 
tion such as the Gullatt act provides 
in a contingency. 

The courts of last resort all over 
the country have uniformly held that 
a legislature has no authority to call 
the electors into action except in the 
cases expressly provided for by the 
constitution of the state. 


In this case the constitution au- 


thorizes an election in any county 
upon the issue of its merger with an- 
other county. _The Campbell electors 
can vote upon this proposed merger, 
but there is no constitutional warrant 
for calling upon the Fulton county 
electors to vote upon it. 


The Reason for the Rule. 

The sufficient reason for the rule, as 
stated by the courts, is that otherwise 
legislatures might easily shirk their 
duties and submit any or all of their 
acts to votes of the people spegifically. 
The consequence would be constant 
public agitations and innumerably 
elections. 

It was that rule which made it 
necessary for Oregon and other states 
to amend their constitutions in order 
to make “referendums” on legislative 
acts possible upon stated petitions. 

We have no such constitutional pro- 
vision here in Georgia and therefore 
it is absolutely ultra vires for the 
legislature, by such an act as the 
Gullatt measure, to compel the hold- 
ing of an election to consent to the 
merger of Campbell county with Ful- 
ton or other county. Two-thirds of 
the Campbell electors can do the job, 
and nobody can prevent them from 
doing it, eS a 


How It Works in the Nation” 


The same rule applies in the na- 
tion. The federal constitution does 
not give to the congress any author- 
ity to order an election not provided 
for in it. 

That is why all the present agita- 
tion for a referendum on the eight- 
eenth amendment -or the Volstead act 
cannot be constitutionally authorized 
by congress. 

It cannot compel the states to hold 
such a referendum in their jurisdic- 
tions. Georgia could refuse to put 
the question on her ballots and con- 
gress could not compel her to do so. 

That question was thoroughly dis- 
cussed in the congress in 1861 on 
the Crittenden proposed constitution- 
al amendments, It was also mooted 
and rejected as unconstitutional in 
the cases of the submissions of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments.

The Proper Action Is Easy. 


What Representative Gullatt and 
his constituents in Campbell county 
may do to achieve their desire is easy. 

Having constitutional warrant to 
hold a merger election they should 
petition their ordinary strongly 
enough to authorize him to order that 
election. 

Then, if two-thirds of the quali- 
fied electors—not simply two-thirds 
of those who might vote in the elec- 
tion, but two-thirds of all who are 
qualified to vote in that election— 
vote to merge with Fulton county 
their act is complete, constitutional 
and the merger immediately becomes 
legal. 

Nothing is then left to do but trans-, 
fer the records, assets, liabilities and 
business of Campbell county to the 
courthouse and the county commis- 
sioners of. Fulton county.

It is only when his faults or his sins or his failures have filled him 
with unbearable shame and despair that death seems more desirable than

How, then, shall he find this thing so essential to life in a world 


where misfortunes are many? 


The answer will depend upon his temperament, talents, training, 
and all the influences that make up the fabric of his character. 

* One man, by nature or training equipped with invulnerable vanity, 

will retain his complacent sense of perfection in spite of sin and shame, 


fault and failure. 


Another, less stupid but equally individualistic, may keep his self- 
respect in spite of his own failures or the world’s opinion merely by 
keeping his honor unstained and his conscience clear. 


But the ordinary man cannot stand alone.

He is too sensitive to criticism and reproach.

SENATE 0 
ROAD FUND TODAY 


Georgia’s Share of Feder- 
al Aid Money for High- 
ways Totals $2,077,996. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 10.—Geor- 
gia will have available $2,077,996 
immediately for highway construction 
over and beyond the regular annual 
federal aid highway funds when the 
$80,000,000 emergency road fund 
recommended by the administration 
as an unemployment relief measure is 
finally passed by both houses. 

The bill carrying the funds was ap- 
proved by the lower house yesterday 
and was up for consideration in the 
senate today, but failed to reach a 
yote. Expectations are that it finally 
will be adopted by the latter body to- 
morrow. ' 

Senator W. J. Harris, of Georgia, 
a member of the senate appropriations 
committee, sought to have the bill 
amended so that the individual states 
would not be required to match the 
funds, but administration leaders took 
the view that provisions of the meas- 
ure were liberal enough already. 

As passed by the house and recom- 
mended by the administration, the 
$80,000,000 funds will be advanced 
to the various states without the re- 
quirement that they match their al- 
locations dollar for dollar, a condi- 
tion that applies to the present an- 
nual appropriations. The states, 
however, will have half of the amount 
deducted by the government out of 
their regular highway receipts over a 
period of five years.

litical motives or in disregard of the 
obligations of party loyalty.” 

The senate walls resounded for 
most of the day with the vehement 
replies to Mr. Hoover and republican 
leaders in sizing up the _ situation 
found some discontent in their regu- 
lar ranks.

“You didn’t characterize it as a 
raid upon the treasury when we ap- 
propriated $20,000,000 to feed the 
starving women and children of Rus- 
sia. You didn’t call it a raid upon 
the treasury when you appropriated 
$100,000,000 to féed everyone in Eu- 
rope at the close of the war except 
our former enemies. 

“Tf the obligation was upon us to 
provide relief in those cases what 
shall I say and what shall you say 
in this danger and emergency that 
now faces us. Talk about precedents 
all you will but there are some things 
necessary to the preservation of life 
of the people and when those things 
bring discussion it is not an oppor- 
tune time to raise technical objec- 
tions.” 

Senator Bingham, of Cennecticut, 
was the lone republican speaker. He 
characterized the speech of Senator 
McKellar as “playing polities” and 
termed his “insinuations” against the 
president as “unworthy” to go ‘into 
the Congressional Record. 

Walter Newton, executive secretary 
to the president, was a caller late in 
the day in the senate but he said he 
simply passed on his way back to the 
White House from a visit to the 
house.

GUES ON BLOCK TODAY 


WILMINGTON, IIL, Dee. 10.— 
(UP)—An auctioneer will knock 
down the historic $125,000,000 Chi- 
cago & Alton railroad at the depot 
tomorrow to the highest bidder. 

He will mount a platform and 
proceed to open the bidding as though 
he were selling a second-hand auto- 
mobile or a wrist watch, instead of a 
railroad with 1,100 miles of track, 
in one of the biggest auction sales 
ever held in the midwest.

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Met Only With: Conflict, 
Youthful Senator Tells 
Doumergue. 


PARIS, Dec. 10.—(4#)—Caught in a 
“no man’s” land between bitter war- 
fare of the right and left parties, the 
youthful Senator Pierre Laval today 
gave up his efforts to form a govern- 
ment. 


He called on President Doumergue 
and informed the president that he, 
like his veteran colleague, Louis Bar- 
remy must renounce the task assigned 

im. 

“TIT have sought conciliation, yet I 
have been confronted with nothing but 
conflict,” M. Laval told President 
Doumergue. 

For three days, with infinite pa- 
tience, M. Laval had caused no fewer 
than 200 senators and deputies to call 
on him at the ministry of labor and 
offer suggestions. He consulted not 
only the leaders of groups and par- 
ties, but nearly every senator and 
deputy of France. 

Finally, discouraged by am air of 
distrust and suspicion that permeates 
the halls of parliament’. since the 
Uustric bank failure controversy he 
abandoned the attempt. 

“I wished to achieve a large con- 
centration of all republicans in con- 
formity with the vote of the senate 
and the general desire of the country,” 
he said, “I have made an effort with 
tenacity and patience; I have sought 
peace, and have met nothing but con- 
flict.” The senate vote to which he re- 
ferred was that of last Thursday when 
the Tardieu government was over- 
thrown. 


FINAL SUIT FILED 
IN P. 0. LITIGATION 
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will not be contested, against 10 
tracts of the property rdering on 
Mitchell, Forsyth, Spring and Hun- 
ter streets. Condemnation of title to 
these tracts is, although required. per- 
functory, but in the suit filed Wed- 
nesday a jury will pass upon the 
value of the Pike tract. 

Conforming to precedent, Mr. Hager 
last week made an offer to Pike of 
$70,000 for the eleventh tract and this 
was refused.

With title to all property con- 
demned, the government, under a pro- 
vision of the Georgia law, may then 
pay to the owners the awards agreed 
upon and determined by a jury and 
take immediate possession of the prop- 
erty. In a contested case, if the own- 
er makes an appeal the same bond 
protects the government against a 
price in excess of $880,000 for the 


entire tract.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—I notice 
that there is talk of Yale scheduling 
only five football games in 1933. 

If those five were such opponents 
as say Georgia, Dartmouth, Arniy, 
Princeton and Harvard, I can’t see 
that it would make much difference. 


Naturally, the players would have 
to train just as hard for a five-game 
as for an eight-game schedule. They 
would just have a little more time to 
rest between games. 


It doesn’t seem to me that over- 
emphasis on football comes from pay. 
ing eight, or even nine games. It is 
the idea behind the schedule making 
that produces the evil. As things 
stand now, most big colleges schedule 
games for revenue, whether they ad- 
mit it or not. The university itself 
contributes little to athletics. Money 
for that purpose comes from the 
athletic association. 

You hear a lot of conversation con- 
cerning intramural’sport, athletics for 
all. That is a grand idea, but where 
does the money come from to put it 
into effect? It comes from feotball. 
Tennis, handball and _ basketball
